Claims 1-2, 4-9, 14-16, 18-20, 22-32, 34-59 are currently pending and are present for 
are now currently pending in this application. 

Applicant's amendments and arguments filed on 2-28-07 has been considered but NOT 
ENTERED , as it raises new issues and requires the Examiner to institute new rejections. The 
amendment has not been entered for the following reasons; 

New claims 65-67 depending from claim 37, recite the phrase "wherein the composition 
of the polypeptide further comprises..". It is not clear to the Examiner which composition the 
applicant is referring to because claim 37 does not recite any "composition". Furthermore, said 
phrase lacks an antecedent basis. Therefore entering this amendment, raises a new issue and 
requires the examiner to institute a new rejection under 35 USC 1 12, 2"^ paragraph. 

Furthermore, in response to the previous rejection under 35 USC 1 12, 1^* paragraph, 
applicant has amended claim 1 to recite per cent sequence identity of 95%. While that is 
persuasive to overcome the rejection of claim 1, applicant continues to maintain the "90% 
sequence identity" language in newly added claims and other previously presented claims. 
Therefore, apphcant has not fully overcome the previous rejection under 35 USC 1 12, 1^* 
paragraph. Therefore, examiner continues to maintain the rejection of 35 USC 1 12, 1^^ paragraph 
on all the claims reciting "90% sequence identity" language. In addition to the above, claims 
depending from claim 37 sometimes refer to the polypeptide of claim 37 and sometimes as 
"polynucleotide of claim 37". Therefore claims depending from claim 37 need to be properly 
amended. 
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Therefore, the amendment filed on 2-28-07 has not been entered and all previous 
rejections are maintained for reasons of record.
